Davi d Roundtree, Public Wirks Director stated that there has not been an agreenent regarding the alignment with the Reno- Sparks
I ndian Colony (RSIC); that the alignnment that crosses diagonally through the intersection of Pyram d H ghway and Eagl e Canyon
Drive is the one he referred to at the |last neeting which he had just found out was not acceptable to NDOT; and that he has
attenpted to get witten confirmation from NDOT, but has not yet received anything. He advised that though they have not yet
reached an agreenment with RSIC they are close to doing so.



Present on behal f of RSIC was Chairman Arlan Mel endez; Cindy Shapiro, Economni c Devel opnent Director; Carol Pinto, Planning
Department; and Paul a Berkley, the Tribe's Lobbyist, who all spoke on behalf of RSIC, and requested that they be given the

i nformati on requested in the letter to the Board of County Conm ssioners dated August 24, 1999, so they can nove forward with the
al i gnnment and trust application.

Ms. Pinto stated that RSIC has been cooperating in good faith with Washoe County and has yet to receive any information requested;
that staff was directed by the Board 2 nonths ago to provide information to RSIC in the negotiati ons process to agree on an

al i gnment concept. She further stated that when they were before the Board 2 nonths ago and this matter was continued, it was
RSI C s understanding that it was for both the alignnent and trust application support; that they request since they have been
wor ki ng cooperatively with Washoe County, that Washoe County support their trust application; and that just for the Board's
information the trust application could take 3 to 6 months before any action is taken. She further advised that when they cane up
with alignment nunbers 1 and 2, they did so after consultations with hydrol ogi sts and engi neers; that they spent their own noney
on that; and that Washoe County has yet to provide themw th any information to review regarding the project.

Robert Sader, 462 Court Street, representing Spani sh Springs Associ ates and Hawco Devel opment Corporation, who are property owners
on the other sides of these conceptual maps (referring to the CFA Plans that were provided to the Board) stated that alternative
#1 severely inpacts the property upstream and is unacceptable to them but alternatives #2 and #3 are acceptable; that alternative
#2 is in preference to #3; and that if the parties can agree on an easenent which is rel ocatable by nutual consent that should be
concurrent with the Board's decision to support the trust application. He further stated that all of the inprovenents and all of
the real property that go into this flood control project are part of an inpact fee and users have to pay that fee back, and the
Board shoul d keep that in m nd when or if they decide to support the trust application.

Proof was made that due and | ega
noti ce had been given.



Dean Di ederich, Planning Manager, Departnent of Conmmunity Devel opnent, provided background information regarding this item and
reviewed a map of the subject area which he presented on the docunent canmera. He reviewed the proposed amendnents to the Warm
Springs Area Plan relative to nodul ar home standards, residential aesthetic standards, tenporary recreational vehicle use

st andards, commerci al vehicle parking standards, accessory dwelling unit standards, and private airstrips and glider ports
standards, advising that the Planning Commi ssion has recommended that all provisions relating to nodul ar honme standards for the
Warm Springs Area Plan be elininated, noting that county-wi de standards are already in place in the Devel opnent Code; that a
speci al use permit be required to establish any kind of aircraft landing field; that, in recognition of the |arge | ot areas and
financing problens in the rempbte area of Warm Springs, accessory dwelling units not be subject to the mninumfloor area
requirenents in relationship to the main residential structure; that the recreational vehicle standard be nodified to conformto
county-wi de standards; that a special use pernmit be required for five or nore commercial vehicles; and that all conmercia
vehi cl es be parked or screened out of sight in an enclosed garage or behind a fence. M. Diederich discussed the differences

bet ween nodul ar, nmanufactured and nobil e homes and stated that a nodul ar home is constructed to the Uniform Buil di ng Code (UBC)
criteria authorized under State |aw, and that the proposed amendnents would not affect the current restriction on placing
manuf act ured hones or nobile homes within the Warm Springs planning area. He then referenced the docunentation provided to the
Board by Bill Anthony of Trinity Homes concerning the UBC regul ations for nmodul ar hones and Housing & Urban Devel opnent Code (HUD)
regul ati ons for manufactured hones.

Chai rman Gal | oway opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak.

Donal d Korson, Washoe Homes, spoke in support of the proposed anendnents and advi sed that Washoe Honmes is not placing nobile or
manuf actured hones in the Warm Springs Area; that nodul ar honmes are built in accordance with UBC standards, and are built to the
same code, incorporate the sane construction materials, and go through the sane inspection process as site-built honmes; and that
in the 15 years he has been selling nodul ar hones there has never been an area in which one of his hones was placed that has
reduced or hindered property val ues.

Bill Anthony, Trinity Homes, Inc., spoke in support of the proposed anendnents stating that he has had a nunber of custoners over
the years wanting to put a nodular hone in the Warm Springs area; and that the current standards represent a double standard and
steps should be taken to alleviate that situation

Dani el Mal o, Palonino Valley area resident, commented that the proposed standards liniting the nunber of vehicles and requiring
that a fence be built to screen vehicles does not seemrealistic for the type of living that exists in the Warm Springs area; that
changi ng the standards for the nodul ar hones seens to be for the conveni ence of the nodul ar home builder; and that he has no doubt
t hat nmodul ar housi ng reduces property values as he has experienced this with other property that he owns.

Bruce Laxalt, Attorney for Air Sailing, Inc., advised that they are not directly inplicated by the matter before the Board today
but wanted to let the Comm ssion know who they are and what they are doing; that the glider port has been in operation for 25
years and it is their intention to be a good nei ghbor and conduct their operation in a safe manner; and that their only concern
currently is with regard to the application for Flying Eagle Airpark Ranch for a private airport approximately 1/2 mile fromtheir
runways.

M chael Green, Trustee, Air Sailing, Inc., provided additional information about their operation and advised that they are
concerned about safety issues with regard to the application of Flying Eagle Airpark Ranch and thinks a special use permt should
be required to allow a safe operation for both conpani es.

Lester Wthers, Palomno Valley resident, advised that he owns 112 acres which has an airstrip and owns various ranching

equi pnent; that he would like to protect his rights in keeping | arge parcels and being able to continue with the quality of life
set forth in the past; and that he does not feel there should be a limtation i nposed on equi pment and ot her requirenments the
property owners need for their livelihood as ranchers, construction, etc.

Jerone Koci nmski, Palomno Valley resident, stated that people bought in the Warm Springs area in order to |live on 40+ acre parcels
with the expectation that they would not have a | ot of neighbors within close proxinmty and could do certain things with their



property; that he does not think the residents are discrimnating agai nst manufactured housing, but sinply want houses to be
pl aced on a foundation on a m nimum 40-acre parcel; and that they are concerned that |arge property owners will be allowed to
subdivide to smaller lots with a | ot of manufactured hones.

Cheryl Mal o, Palomno Valley resident, stated that if manufactured homes are allowed in the area, she foresees a | ot of buildings
bei ng put up quickly and the roads cannot sustain that kind of growmh; and that all their hones are very individual and
manuf act ured hones, which all look very simlar, will take away sonme of the aesthetic reasons for living in the valley.

Lois Avery, Warm Springs area property owner, stated that she thinks a | ot of good thought went into the reconmendati on being
presented to the Board; and that she supports the proposed accessory dwelling standards. She asked for clarification about the
definition of a comrercial vehicle.

Paul Neuffer, Warm Springs area resident, conmented that requiring a special use pernmt for private airstrips, glider ports, and
personal |anding fields, will have the consequence of outlaw ng the |anding of airplanes on private properties that need that
ability for their operation in ranching, etc.

Rymas Nefas, Palom no Valley resident, stated that he bought property in the Warm Springs area because there was a |ot of |and and
the standards allowed for a plane, hanger, and airstrips; that he does not want to see the land cut into small pieces with
restrictive rules against the ability to have an airstrip; and that he has several heavy equi pnent vehicles to maintain his
property and does not want to see restrictions on those vehicles.

There being no one else wishing to speak, Chairman Gal |l oway cl osed the public hearing.

M. Diederich responded to questions of the Board concerning the issues that were raised by the residents relative to existing
uses, the 40-acre mnimumlot size in the Warm Springs Area, nodul ar honme regul ati ons, etc.

Di scussi on then comrenced relative to Senate Bill 323. Conm ssioner Sferrazza stated that staff has elinminated some of the

requi renents that he thinks are consistent with SB323 such as | anguage referring to pernmanent foundations, non-reflective siding
and roof requirenents, etc.; and that he could not support the anendnents if those restrictions that are all owed and required by
State statute are renoved. M. Diederich advised that SB323 becones effective January 1, 2000 and relates strictly to manufactured
housi ng; that nodul ar housing is already covered by a section in NRS adopted in 1995; and that SB323 will have to be addressed
county-wi de by January 1, 2000. Legal Counsel Shipnman stated that SB323 strictly relates to nmanufactured homes which are not
currently authorized in the County except with special zoning and trailer overlay, etc.; that nodul ar homes have been authorized
in all single famly residential districts since 1995, and although they can be regul ated t hrough aesthetics, etc. such
regul ati ons would have to apply to all hones in the area and there can be no distinction between a nodul ar hone and a site-built
home; and that between now and January 1, 2000 when SB323 becones effective, the County will be required to adopt an ordi nance
that deals with all of these issues.

Di scussi on was then held concerning the issue of nonreflective siding and M. Diederich advised that the CAB had extensive

di scussi ons about architectural and aesthetic standards including the matter of having nonreflective siding;, and that staff was
concerned about having to nmintain any special standard in Warm Springs when all the issues will have to be reviewed on a
county-wi de basis in response to SB323.

Commi ssi oner Shaw asked if anyone was present to provide information concerning the position of the Warm Springs CAB with regard
to the issues being presented.

Phil Anderson, past Chair, Warm Springs CAB, advised that the CAB did not want to inpose any special standards on any type of
housi ng that was not applied to all; that they would like to have had the nonreflective siding but staff nade it clear that it
woul d be very difficult to enforce and to apply to all buildings; and that their primry concern was the roof pitch and the
general architectural shape of buildings. M. Anderson then responded to further questions of the Board concerning the various
amendnent issues including roof pitch, vehicle standards, private air strips, etc.

The Board di scussed i ssues concerning nonreflective standards, snow oadi ng and roof pitch, etc., and Robert Sell man, Director



Department of Community Devel opnment, provided additional information in response to questions of the Board.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he believes that instead of taking away all the standards for the nodul ar honmes, standards coul d
have been inposed for all honmes and all structures; that he believes that a nonreflective siding standard coul d be inpl enented,
not on a county-w de basis, but just for the Warm Springs area; and that he is not satisfied that the Warm Springs residents
understood that there were other options concerning this issue. He further stated that he supports the reconmendati on concerning
roof pitch because of restraint of trade and transportation issues. M. Diederich advised that staff did not concur with the
citizens request relative to nonreflective siding because of the difficulty to enforce aesthetic standards which position is
supported by relevant court actions that traditionally rule on the side of the property owner; but that it was made cl ear that
both the citizens and the Pl anning Conmmi ssion were free to consider all proposals. Commi ssioner Sferrazza stated that he woul d
rather not dictate to the honeowners what they should have, but would prefer to |let themrecomrend what they want and then see if
the County can meke it work.

The Board then considered the option of sending this item back to the Pl anning Conmi ssion to consider the inclusion of sone

m ni mal architectural standards just for the Warm Springs area, which raised the i ssue of due process for the residents because of
the new criteria that woul d be considered. Conm ssioner Bond noted that it has been very difficult to get consensus concerning
architectural standards fromthe Homeowners Association, the CAB, and the residents in the Warm Springs area, and that situation
is not likely to change.
